The ex-Secretary first detailed the 
circumstances of his resignation, saying 
it was publicly done, and further that 
he had met mo opposition from Presi- 
dent Hayes when he approached him re- 
garding the matter. The first offer of 
the American chairmanship was made 
to him by Jesse W. Seligman in 1880, 
and was not accepted until he had a full 
conference with a friend and the Presi- 
dent and the determination on his part 
that there was nothing in it inimical to 
the interests of the United States. He 
denied that Hayes’s administration was 
opposed to the canal, but did want it 
under America control. He had the 
idea, when he accepted the chairman- 

ship, of Americanizing the affair, and 
tried to get an American construction 
company to build it. The entire ad- 
ministration, as far ashe knew of the 
affairs of the American committee, was 
conducted on the strictest business 
principles,

TO COIN THE SEIGNORAGE. 
~The understanding reached, some of 
those present say, could not be callea ‘‘a 
definite agreement,’’ but was to sus- 
pend silver purchases and to reserve 
sufficient silver to provide for the re- 
demption of outstanding notes issued 
in payment. for silver, and then coin 
the remainder, representing’ the 
‘‘profit’’ or difference between the pur- 
chase price and the coin value of the 
silver heretofore bonght. After this 
was done silver purchases are to be re- 
sumed, unless there is new legislation 
on the subject meanwhile. The profit 
amounts to about $47,000,000, so 
that it will take sixteen months to coin 
the bullion. 
WILL FIGHT THE SCHEME. 

- The out and out free-coinage men an- 
nounce they will fight the proposition 
to the death. 

‘The anti-silver men claim by this 
compromise to have caused some men 
to so change their views as to turn the 
scale in favor of the cloture, provided 
they could first get another report from 
the Rules Committee, and then hold the 
votes they obtained the lasttime. Mat- 
ters have not yet assumed definite 
shape. The proposed measure is to be 
sent to the Banking Committee. 

REPUBLICANS WILL NOT SUPPORT IT. 

The bill was shown tothe Republi-

It there- 
fore seems likely the silver bullion pur- 
chase act cannot gain the votes neces- 
sary to its passage, as the free-coinage 
Democrats say they wiil- refuse to vote.

MINT DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

‘The annual report of the Director of 
the Mint for 1892 shows the value of 
the gold product of the United States 
to be $83,000,000, about the corre- 
sponding average of recent years. The 
product of silver is 58,000,000 ounces, 
of the commercial value of $50,750,- 
000. a falling off of 330,000 ounces 
from the preceding year. The amount 
of silver purchased by the Government 
during the year is 85,129,827 fine 
ounces, costing $47,394,291, an aver- 
age of 8714 cents per fineounce. From 
‘it 6,888,245 silver dollars were coined 
during the year. 

GOLD AND SILVER IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 

The imports of gold and silver aggre- 
gate $18,165,056, and exports $76,- 
735,592, a net loss of $58,5 70,5386. 


The silver imported is $31,450,968, and. 


exports $37,541,301. The amount o 

money in circulation, exclusive of the 
amount in the treasury, was $1,611,- 
$21,753 January 1, an increase of 
$18,928,124 during the year. There 
was an increase of over $12,000,000 
in the gold product of the world during 
the last calendar year. Of this, $2,- 
509,000 was from Australia and over 
$9,000,000 from South Africa. The 


total world was. 


increased about 7,650,000 ounces, oc- 
casioned chiefly by the increase of 
4,600,000 in the product of the Mexi- 
can mines and 2,400,000 of ‘the Aus- 
tralian.

The first symptoms of fatal illness’ 


manifested themselves two weeks ago, 
when he'was attacked by a complica- 
tion of diseases, which threatened 
heart- failure. He manifested some 
improvement under physician’s care, 
particularly inthe last three or four 
days, when he was able to leave his 
apartments and take short--periods of 
exercise in the grounds of his 
residence. He dined with his family 
this evening and remained 
library until 9:30. He then went to 
sleep easily and seemed to be resting 
well. One of the nurses went tothe 
bedside a few minutes after 10 o’clock 


and was horrified to find him in a 


death struggle. 

Members of the family were sum- 
moned at once, but before they reached 
the chamber the end had come. 

The direct cause was heart failure. 
The funeral will be held on Wednesday. 
Despite his advanced age, 75 years, 
Gen. Beauregard had led a life of con- 
siderable activity almost to the hour of 
his death.

Hocus-pocus in the Harbor Busi- 
ness. 

Legislation in favor of an appropria- 
tion for San Pedro Harbor does not 
progress as rapidly as it might at 
Washington, and a _ private 
which was received here yesterday 
from one who is posted in what is hap- 
pening in Congress gives a hint of the 
reason why. From the letter it ap- 
pears that the Senator ftom Santa 
Monica, who represents Nevada, in 
conjunction with the Senator from Or- 
egon and the Senator from Maine, has 
determined to delay the matter or kill 
it entirely. From the letter referred 
to the following extract is taken: 


, . .Somehow, Senator Frve of Maine, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Riv- 
ers and Harbors, and Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada are able to whipsaw matters around 
so that the committee atits last two meet- 
ings did not reach the San Pedro Harbor 
matter atall. As I understand it, the Sen- 
ate committee stands ninein favor of doing 
something for San Pedro at once, as against 
three in favor of any hocus-pocus arrange- 
ment that will defeat or postpone the meas- 
ure. Just now, having been driven to the 
last extremity, they are fighting for time. 
The chairman of the committee has great 
power and is able to play a waiting game. 
Of course, we have noone on the commit- 
tee whois directly interested in the im. 
provement. Senator Felton, who is partic. 
ularly earnest in advocating the beginning 
of the work, is not on the committee at all, 
and is soon to go out of the Senate, 4nd is, 
therefore, not as effective as he would oth- 
erwise be if he hadlongertoserve. If Sen. 
ator White of Los Angeles could go on the 
River and Harbor Committee, which is one 
of the most important committees in the 
Senate, especially for California, which has 
a seacoast border for its entire length, 
there would’ be no trouble about the San 
Pedro Harbor deep-water work being com. . 
menced immediately. 

It is an outrage upon the people of Lo 
Angeles and Southern California that a 
Senator representing a small and unim- 
portant State like Nevada should be able 
during all these years to defeat the express 
wishes of the people of Southern Califor. 
nia, andretard the growth and develop- 
ment of their material interests by con- 
stantly defeating or postponing a great 
harbor improvement, which, if consum- 
mated, or even begun, would give an im- 
petus tothe growth and prosperity of Los 
Angeles and Southern California that can 
hardly be estimated. 

I understand that it is now the purpose 
of the Senator from Maine and the Senator 
from Nevada to organize a junketing trip, 
whereby these gentlemen may visit the Pa- 
cific Coast and narbors of San Pedro and 
Santa Monica, and determine in their own 
minds which of.the twoisthe better. This, 
notwithstanding there is in the United 
States Engineering Corps of the War De- 
partment five different reports, covering a 
period of the past fifteen years, all of them 
favorable to San Pedro. Yet these gentle- 
men propose to. become _ self-appointed 
judges and make a personal examination 
of these harbors, ignoring all soundings, 
measurements and scientitic information 


‘gathered at enormous expense and labor. 


All that goes fer nothing in the opinion of 
these wise Senators. But this is all hum- 
bug, the worst kind of deception; what 
they are striving for is delay, and, if they 
succeed in having an appropriation for a 
junketing trip, with authority to make ex- 
aminations, etc., that will give them con- 
trol of the case, and, by dint of senatorial 
courtesy, they will be able to hold back 
their report until late in the session; or, 
by some hocus-pocus method, or deception, 
tide it ovec another year. They would not 
be able to dothisif the newly-elected Cali- 
fornia Senator, from Los Angeles, should 
goon the River and Harbor Committee, 
and this would be the best way to protect 
California's harbor interests, 


OSBORNE, editor of the San Pedro 
Evening Custum’us, froths over the ar- 
raignment of the Federal. brigade 
which was presented by THE Times on 
the 19th inst. He feels his own guilt, 
No amount of personal abuse and de- 
traction of the editor of this paper will 
gloss over the delinquencies and mis- 
takes of the aforesaid officials. If they 
violated the spirit of the civil service 
laws they ought not to stand upon the

AT THE PLAYHOUSES.. 


PARK THEATER.—Another vig audience 
greeted the players at the Park last night, 
the occasion being the first presentation by 
the stock company atthat house of Dion 
Boucicault’s lurid melodrama The Streets of 
New York, with striking scenic and prop- 
erty effects and a fairly effective cast. 

The play would have gone much more 
smoothly last night had all the players

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


PHILHARMONIC CONCERT.—The Philhar- 
monic Orchestra scored another big suc- 
cess at its second concert last night at the 
Los Angeles Theater. Seldom has a local 
‘musical organization sprung into such in- 
stant and general popularity as this or- 
chestral club of some forty musicians 
under the leadership of Prof. Stamm. 
That all the players are professionals and 
not amateurs, and therefore bring to their 
work the,finished skill of long experience, 
doubtless has much to do with the perfec- 
tion of their performances. It was music— 
pure and simple—that the great audience 
listened to last evening, devoid of the dis- 
tractions of elaborate stage dressing or 
even the glare of footlights.

You having referred to me the report of 
the Sewer Committee to the effeét that the 
contractors upon the outtall sewer were.

have aright to use all the. material then 
| Upon the ground, together —with—ali-the- 

tools, machinery, etc., and charge the cost 
of all the same tothe contractors and re- 
tain the same out of any sum of money due 
or to become due under the provisions of 
the contract. In accordance with this pro. 
Vision I have.drawn up a notice to the 
contractors that they have violated the 
terms of their contract in relation to the 
eight-hour clause; that all rights under 
such contract are terminated, and that 
they are notified within five days to sur- 
render the possession of the work, together 
with all materials on the ground—tools and 
machinery—to the city, which will take 
‘charge of the same and proceed to com- 
plete the work. Any money which: is now 
due the contractors should be retained un- 
til it i& ascertained whether or not the 
‘work can be completed within the amount 
of the contract; and in case of any loss 
over the amount so retained the bondsmen 
of the contractors will be responsible. 

After the reading of the notices ac- 
companying the report, Councilman 
Munson moved that the report be 
adopted and the clerk instructed to 
serve the notices prepared by the City 
Attorney upon Contractors J. Rebman 
and. the Frick Bros.

Important Ruling by the Su- 


‘preme Court. 


The Position of the City Assessor on 
Solvent Credits Sustained. 


They Must Be Added to the Assess- 
ment Rolls When Omitted. 


fhe Merits of the Case. Considered at 
Length and the Constitutionality of 
the Law Affirmed—Court 
Notes—New Suits. 


Eight opinions were received from the 
Supreme Court yesterday by Deputy 
Clerk Sesnon for filing in this city, six 
of which relate to cases appealed from 
this county, the others being from Or- 
ange and San Bernardino counties. 
The cases decided are as follows: 

Farmers and Merchants Bank of Los An- 


geles (respondent) vs: Board of Equaliza- | 


tion of the city of Los Angeles (appellant.) 
This appeal is from a judgment of the Su- 
perior Court annulling an order made by 
the City Council as a board of equalization, 
rendered in a proceeding-under a writ of 
review, issued upon petition and affidavit of 
John Milner, cashier of the bank. The pe- 
tition shows that petitioner duly made and 
returned to the City Assessor a list of all 
the personal propertv in its possession, or 
under its control, on the first Monday of 
March, 1891; that the Council, sitting and 
acting as a board of equalization, on August 
5, 1891, ordered notice to be given peti- 
tioner to show cause, on August 12, 1891, 
vhy its assessment of solvent credits should 
not be increased from $2774 to $275,000. 
That petitioner appeared and answered 
yuch interrogations as were propounded, 
put no other evidence was taken at such 
hearing.. Itis claimed that this testimony 
does not show, or tend to show, that peti- 
tioner had any solvent credits, or any which 
had escaped assessment. The board, how- 
ever, made'an order directing the Assessor 
to assess the bank for solvent credits in the 
sunr of $270,774, and the Assessor, pursu- 


ant thereto, added the sum of $268,000 | 


upon the agsessment roll. 
Appellants contend that this proceeding 
was not to equalize the values of property 
listed and assessed, but was an attempt to 
add other property to the list; which it is 
claimed the board could not do, as it is not 
vested with assessorial power. The Court, 
however, holds that the board was author. 
ized to make the order by section 3681 of 
the Political Code, which the city charter 
expressly makes applicable. The claim 
that this section of the code is unconstitu- 
tional, because the State Constitution ex- 
pressly defines the powers and duties of 
both the State and County Boards of Equal. 
ization, and the power to cause property 
to be added to the assessment roll is not 
there given, is held to be without merit, as 
the Constitution requires all property not 
exempt from execution to be taxed. (Sec. 
lofart. X01) 
Tne second contention that the board had 


no power to act in the premises because the 


notice was insufficient, in that it gave no in- 
formation that it was proposed to add 
other property to the assessment, is also 
held to be without merit, asthe defects in 
the notice were waived by the, appearance 
of petitioner. (S.V.W. Co. vs. Schottler, 62 
Cal., 69.) 

The next contention is that the order is 
void because there was no evidence before 
the board that any property had escaped 
assessment, but it is held that as the order 
recites that testimony was taken, and in 
effect, that the conclusion was reached 
from the evidence thatthe bank had re- 
turned a false list of its property and es. 
caped assessmenc: for solvent credits to the 
amount of $268,000, this must be held con. 
clusive. The judgment is reversed and the 
Court beiow directed to sustain the de- 
murrer; 

County of Los Angeles (appellant) vs. 
county of Orange (respondent.) Action to 
recover $11,375.48, which had been ex. 
pended by plaintiff in the construction of a 
bridge, and certain transfers to different 


_ road and school district funds within the 


defendant’s boundaries, on behalf of Or- 
ange county, after March 11, 1889, the 
date of its creation. A demurrer to the 
complaint was sustained, and from the 
judgment rendered thereon plaintiff ap- 
pealed. Itis held that theitems for which 
the action is brought were expenditures 
made between the date of creation and or- 
ganization of the new county, put during 


all that time the territory within which ’ 


they were made was a portion of Los An- 
geles county, and it must.be assumed that 
they were made in the wise exercise of its 
control over that: territory; and the fact 
that the Legislature made no provision for 
the reimbursement of money expended by 
Los Angeles county for municipal purposes 
within this territory, is indicative that it 
was not itsintention that it should be re. 
imbursed therefors The judgment is 
therefore affirmed. 

Smith (petitioner) vs. the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles County (respondent.) Pe. 
tition for a writ of certiorari, it being 
claimed that the order of the respondent of 


September 50, 1889, appointed Silver re-.

‘of Trustees, 


Important 


fhe New License Ordinance—Pians for 
Pavidg the Streets—Local News | 
Briefly Summed Up— 
Personals. 


The City Council met in regular session 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Presi- 
flent Weed presided andall the Trustees 
were present. | 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. - 

All bills werereferred to the Committee 
on Auditing and Finance without reading, 

Judge Enoch Knight addressed the board 
in relation to establishing the grade of Col- 
_ orado street betweeg Vernon and Orange 

Grove avenves. Trustee , Lukens stated 
that it was the request of some of the par- 
ties interested that the matter be deferred 
one week, and it was so ordered. 

_ A petition was submitted, signed by 
twelve property-owners, asking that the 
grade of Bellevue’ drive be established be- 
tween Pasadena and Fair Oaks avenues. 

' The petition was granted, and the Engineer 

instructed to make the necessary survey. 

The Committee on Auditing and Finance 
reported favorably on bills to the amount 
of $194.52. The report was approved and 

the necessary warrants ordered drawn. 
. THE NEW LICENSE ORDINANCE. 
Considerable time was devoted to the 
first reading of the. ordinance licensing 
‘different kinds of business, the important 


features of which were published exclu-, 


sively in THE TIMEs, and which. received 
the sanction of the board substantially as 

printed, exceptin the following particu- 
Jars: 

In the paragraph reading ‘For every 
bard or banking institution, $10 per 
month; for every savings bank or savings 
department of any bank, $5 per month," 
the words ‘orsavings department of any 
bank’’ were stricken out. 
' The license for the gas and the electric 
company was reduced from $20 to $10 per 
month. 

The license for ‘‘every hack, coach, omni- 
bus or carriage engagedin taking passen- 
- gers for hire,’’ wasraised from $2 to $4 

per month. 

The license on each billiard and pool 
table was reduced from $1 to 50 cents per 
month. . 

_ For "real estate or insurance agents, or 
either,’’ read ‘‘real estate and insurance 
agents or either,’’ $3 per month. 

The fruit-selling paragraph was changed 
toread: “For every wagon used in selling 
fruit on the street, $2 per month.” 

The street-car license was reduced from 
$5 to $2.50 per car per annum. 

The tax on street venders of medicines or 
any kinds of notions or merchandise was 
raised from $3 to $5 per day. 

_ The ordinance further.proyides that all 
licenses shall be paid invariably in ad- 
vance, and where the license is a monthl 
one it shall be paid for three months in ad- 
vance. Applications for and’ payments of 
licenses must be made tothe city Tax Col- 
lector.. The licenses will be issued.in due 
form by the City Clerk. Persons found 
guilty of violating the provisions of the 
ordinance shall be adjudged guilty of a 
misdemeanor, the penalty for which shall 
be a fine not less than $5 nor more than 
$300, or imprisonment for aterm not to 
exceed three months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. i 

| THE STREETS WILL BE PAVBD. 
Another matter of special importance 
that came before the board was the paving 
of Colorado street between the west line of 
Broadway and the east line of Delacy 
street, and of Raymond and Fair Oaks av- 
enues between the south line of Union 
street and the south line of Vinevard 
' street. The fact that the members of the 
board are unanimously in favor of the im- 
mediate carrying out of this much-to-be-de- 
sired undertaking was emphasized by the 
passage of resolutions of intention to pave 
these between the points 
above outlined. Section 2.of the résolu- 
tions reads_as follows: 
«That thi8 Board of Trustees finds upon 
estimates directed to be furnished and fur- 
nished by the City Engineer, that the cost 
ot the above proposed work will be greater 
than $2 per front foot along each line of 
said street, between said lines, including 
the cost of intersection work assessable 
upon said frontage; and that said Board of 
Trustees hereby determines that serial 
bonds, bearing interest at the rate of 7 per 
cent. per annum, and extending over the 
period of ten years from their date, shall 
be issued to represent the cost and ex- 


nenses of said work, and in the manner and 


‘orm provided by law.”’ | 
THE CITY ENGINEER'S ESTIMATE. 
Following is a synopsis of City Engineer 
sedwick’s report as tothe cost of the work:

HELD WITHOUT BAIL 


Bentley Must Answer to the 


Charge of Murder. 


A Strong Prima Facie Case. Made 
Out by the Prosecution. 


Testimony Showing That He Had 
' Designs on Other Widows. 


The Open Manner in Which Bentley Dis- 
cussed the Chances of His Wife's — 
Early Demise Brought Out—His 
Future Plans. 


“In the opinion of the Court, the peo- 
ple of the State of California have made 
a prima facie case against the defendant, 
who will be held to answer to the charge 
set forth in the complaint without 
bail.’’ 

Such was the announcement made by 
Justice Seamans at the conclusion of 
the examination of Henry Bentley, ac- 


cused of murdering his wife, the late 


Mrs. Nordholt-Bentley, by administer- 


ing poison premeditatedly and with 
felonious purpose. 


The third day of the Bentley examin- 
ation was begun at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, when the remaining wit- 
nesses for the State were examined. 

_ At 83:80 o’clock, the State having 
finished, rested their case, and the at- 
torney for the defense waived the 
privilege of introducing witnesses or 
other testimony, and, after the an- 


anouncement of Assistant District At- 


torney Skinner that the State rested, 
the defense expressed its willingness 


to submit its case to.the Court, which 


resulted as above stated. 

The evidence introduced yesterday 
was immaterial except as to the identi- 
fication of Henry Bentle}Y as to his 
having been the husband of Mrs. Bent- 
ley, by the heirs and the housekeeper; 
also the identification of Bentley by 
Tim Horgan as being the same person 
who, in his presence, asked the clerk in 
Heintzman’s drugstore for poison, and 
repeating the conversation that oc- 
curred between Bentley and the clerk, 
in which the clerk warned Bentley of 
its deadly nature and Bentley’s answer 
that he ‘knew what he was doing.”’ 

Dr. Kannon was put. upon the stand 
to testify to the condition of the heart 
of the deceased, which he had profes- 
sionally examined, stating that the 
organ in question was found by him to 
be iu.a normal condition, taking into 
consideration the age of the woman at 
her death, and testifying as to its color 
being natural for such an organ after. 
death, 

S. Celestine, a livery stable keeper, 
was placed on the stand to testify to 


‘certain conversations Bentley had had 


with him, the most important feature 
of the deposition being ordered stricken 
out, or not allowed to be divulged, on 
objection being raised by the attorneys 
for defense. 

As to the testimony allowed, Celestine 
told how Bentley had been quite 
friendly with him, often coming to his 


stable and relating incidents in his 


every-day life; that Bentley came to 
him some weeks before his marriage to 
Mrs. Nordholt, and prevailed upon him 
(Celestine) to procure for him suitable 
clothing for the wedding; that, in ex- 
planation, Bentley had told him of his 
engagement toa rich old widow—Mrs. 
Nordholt. ‘‘But,”: Bentley explained, 
‘I don't care anything about the 
woman; it is the money and property I 
am after. I will secure that. The old 
woman won’t live very long, and then 
I can take the money and property and 


}enjey myself with the young women.”’ 


Bentley continued: ‘Oh, I’ve a nice, 
soft thing of it, don’t you think?’’ 

Celestine tried to shame Bentley, but 
he kept on talking of his plans, and 
said; ‘I will have plenty of money 
after I am married, and will then come 
and buy out your partner, and we will 
have a fine time. I may have to fight 
the heirs, but [have the old lady all 
right. I know when I have a good 
thing. Iwill get away with the prop- 
erty and the old woman, too.’’ 
~ This last expression caused consider- 
able discussion, inasmuch as Mr. Good- 
rich, the attorney for the defense, could 
not elicit a direct explanatiou as to the 
inference as to ‘‘getting away with the 
old lady,’ hence it was stricken out. 

Bentley, Celestine said, came to him 
after he was married, and, in a conver- 
sation, said: “Iam fighting the heirs, 
but I'll win,’’ He continued: ‘Bentley 
also said to me at that time, and in 
speaking of his wife, ‘Oh she is too old 
for me; I shall get the property and the 
money; the old lady will die soon, then 
I'll come and buy out your partner.’”’ 

Willigrode, who, in his evidence be- 
fore the Coroner’s inquest admitted 
that he had entered into a conspiracy 
with Bentley to defraud the Nordholt 
heirs, ‘because there was money in it,’’ 
and he was ‘“‘looking for just such 
snaps,’’? was next placed upon the wit- 
ness stand. 

The evidence given at the Coroner’s 
inquest was repeated with variations, 
which -was substantially, that Willi- 
grode, who was a real estate agent, col- 
lector, etc., was to search the records 
in the register of deeds’ office for prop- 
erty owned by Mrs. Nordholt-Bentley. 
This was after Mrs. Nordholt-Bentley 
“had made over all the known property |. 
to her husband, who, however, was 
‘‘suspicious’’ of the old woman, and 
believed she was ‘‘holding out’’ on him, 

By the terms of this agreement be- 
tween Bentley and Willigrode the lat- 
ter was to have one-half of all property 
found when secured by Bentley; that 
Bentley had said to him, 
and you’ll wear diamonds,”’ | 

The story ef Willigrode at the Cor- 
oner’s,- uest- as to a proposition of 
Bentle ter the death of his wife, in 
which apother rich widow was picked 
out as a victim, was retold in part, but 
being. objected to was stricken out, not- 
withstanding the 
trict Attorney Skinner, that’ the State 
and society as a whole desired to ‘‘show 
that this man Bentley, who possessed 
an abnormal mania for securing mar- 
riage with rich widows. possessed inhe- 
rent characteristic that had cropped 
out at every period of his misguided 
life;’’ 

The story was to the effect that Wil- 
ligrode was to secure for Bentley an in- 
troduction to a certain rich widow who, 
it was thought, would prove susceptible 
to his wiles, When her property would

During the entire examination Bent- 
ley had shown signs of nervousness, but 
became quite worked up during the 
last hours in anticipation of the re- 
sults, as he must have realized that the 
evidence introduced, by the State was 
sufficient to hold him for trial.

Committee Concluded. 


| 


The Legislators Will Go North With New 
Light as to a Good Many Points— 
The Witnesses That Were 
Examined. 


The State 
pointed to inve.tigate the workings of 
the State Reform School at Whittier 
will probably réturn to the North with 
new light as to a good many points. 
In consequence, a report may be ex- 
pected from them adverse to the pass- 
age of the pill under consideration, 
which contemplates separating the 
girls’ department from the school, and 
removing it to Santa Clara county. 
The fullest investigation was instituted 
by the committee, and responded to by 
the management. The result is that 
the comuiittee no longer seems favor- 
able to the proposed change, but has 
undoubtedly discovered sound reasons 
against itthat will be presented to the 
Legislature with force and effect, 

To Senator Ford, acting chairman of 
his committee, together with his col- 
league, Senator bBiggy, is due much 
credit for the thorough and searching 


| manner in which the inyestigation has 


beenconducted. He has been thorough, 
patient, skillful, and evidently conscien- 
tious in prosecuting the inquiry. On 
Saturday, at Whittier, the gentlemen 
began tueir work of going over the 
‘books -of the institution, which they 
seem to haye found in a satisfactory 
condition. They then proceeded to the 
taking of testimony, and upon this task 
they were busily engaged, up to 12 
o’clock yesterday. The witnesses ex- 
amined were: Hervey Lindley and H. 
Z. Osborne; 
Father A. Montanerelli, Gen. E. P. 
Johnson, Col. H. G. Otisand A. E. Pome- 
roy; also Trustees Stern and Gibson, Su- 
perintendent Walter bit Capt,
